', We quote the Doctor's description of his 
« patient’shouso, which many foreign residents, 
in China may easily take for a picture of

“The well, diatant from the house about

©” many of the Chinese vegetable gardens sur- 
rounding it.

Quavantine’ regulations lisve been issued 
by the Governor General of the Phillipines 
in consequence of ‘the outbreak of cholera 
at Aden and in some of the southern ports 
of Jupan. ‘Tlic Spanish Consul of Hong- 
kong, Mr A. Mancarini, writing on. the J6th 
September to the Colonial Secretary, (Capt. 
Deane) asks if any eanitary precautions liad 
been taken in. this port, in view of the 
outbreak. “He points: ont that vessols will 
be considered clean where proper precan- 
tions are taken, otherwir, they will be 
subjected to quarantine. The Colonial Se- 
cretary in his reply says thit ‘the attention 
tof the Health Officer has loen-called to the 
muster and that that official reports that he 
has had no special information regarding 
the matter, but that -the vigilance of the 
Depurtment is never relaxed.
